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HE: recent earthquake in Japan has made 
s|||¢4q large areas of the Far East practically 
Nell) Bibleless. Thousands of Bible printing 

plates in twenty-five languages and dialects have 

been totally destroyed. The missionary program 
will be seriously handicapped unless these printing 
facilities are replaced at once. The losses sustained 
by the American Bible Society amount to more than 
$289,000. The effects of the catastrophe are so 
serious to the entire missionary program, that the 

November issue of the REcorD will be devoted to it. 

All the Protestant Churches of America are asked 

to set aside December 9th as Bible Sunday for the 

promotion of interest in the needs of Japan and the 

Far East at this time. A pamphlet dealing with 

this subject, entitled “THE BIBLE REMAKING 

THE ORIENT,” has been prepared for this occa- 

sion, and will be sent free upon request. A campaign 

will shortly be launched to secure the funds re- 
quired for resuming Bible printing in the Far East. 
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Bible Sunday 


HE American Bible Society has for many 
years promoted the observance of Bible 
Sunday on the part of the various Protestant 
denominations throughout the country. Con- 
siderable freedom has been used in the matter 
of a day for this purpose. There have been 
years when the suggested day has been the 
second Sunday in Advent, which is always the 
third Sunday before Christmas. The com- 
memorative exercises during the Society’s 
Centennial year, 1916, were closed on this 
Sunday. The Society has frequently sug- 
gested the use of the Sunday in May nearest 
its Annual Meeting commemorative of the 
date of its organization, May 8, 1816. 
For a number of years recently Bible Sun- 
day has been the last Sunday in November (or 
either adjacent Sunday), though there were 


communions which preferred some other day 
and chose some other day. The matter has 
been thoroughly reconsidered at the Agency 
Secretaries’ Conference, in the committees and 
by the Board, and it has been decided to ex- 
periment with a change, by which, so to speak, 
one of the adjacent Sundays is made the prin- 
cipal Sunday. 

Bible Sunday this year, therefore, has been 
set for December 9th (or either adjacent Sun- 
day). In the November issue of the REcorp 
a complete statement of the Society’s plans 
will be set forth. It may be said here, how- 
ever, that the topic will deal with “The Bible 
Remaking the Orient,” and that material will 
be available by November 10th and will be 
sent free upon request. It is hoped the de- 
mand will be large.

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How It Is Being Done in Buffalo 


By Rev. T. H. Orme, Ph.D. 


At our request Mr. Orme tells of the inception, working and results of a 
unique method of city Scripture distribution that is suggestive and inspiring. 


HORTLY after I had been appointed to, 

and accepted the responsibility of, the over- 
sight as field secretary of the Buffalo City and 
Erie County Bible Society, Auxiliary of the 
American Bible Society, I was amazed to 
find that there were at least one hundred and 
seventy-five thousand (175,000) in this terri- 
tory without the Scriptures in part or in whole. 
In my visits to the various churches of the 
constituency, which were freely opened to me, 
to present the cause and claims of the Bible, 
I impressed as earnestly as I could upon them 
the seriousness of this paucity of the Word; 
I tried to get them seized with the fact that 
people without a Bible are ultimately a people 
without a God; that they were the coming 
citizens of the Republic and would soon settle 
its destinies ; that we must lift them up to our 
standards or they would drag us down to 
theirs. 


As a natural consequence this fact ubsessed 
me so that I was compelled to wrestle with 
God for a solution of the problem. It was 
not enough for me to point out the danger, 
but to provide or suggest some way of es- 
cape. ‘The churches, too, were being aroused 
to this need; but how and through what chan- 
nels was it to be supplied? 


Leadings of the Spirit 


The method of colportage was too slow and 
expensive, considering the pressing need and 
the scarcity of our funds. God, seeing our 
honesty and intense interest in this good work, 
as he always does, came to our assistance in 
the suggestion, from what source I am un- 
able to divine. (I think it came from a sug- 
gestion I saw in the Recorp.) Why not get 
the ladies of the various churches to co-op- 
erate; for it would have a twofold beneficial 
effect. It would further the cause, and react 
to the benefit of the churches through the 
experience received by the workers. But how 
to get these ladies and churches sufficiently in- 
terested and organized, so that this work 
could be done systematically and efficiently ? 

Here again God stepped into the breach, 
for he had the ladies of the churches already 
organized in what was called the “Interchurch 
Missionary Union” of Buffalo, with a live and 
very efficient president in the person of Mrs. 
Dr. Ferguson, of the North Presbyterian 


| 
Church of this city, and now one of the field 
secretaries of the Lord’s Day Alliance. | 

Following these leadings of the Spirit, I 
proceeded at once to study and map out the 
territory to be covered. From the various | 
church surveys of the city, supplemented by | 
my own careful canvass, | mapped out about | 
50 blocks in what was then known as our’ 
polyglot section. I carefully covered this sec- 
tion to learn the languages and the location 
of the people speaking them, and ordered from | 
the Bible Society Gospels sufficient to cover | 
this in these languages with the addition of a'| 
liberal supply of the English. I then made a} 
block survey, taking a card and drawing a) 
square on it and writing the name of the) 
street on each side and end of the block. I) 
then committed the work of getting these! 
ladies pledged to the president of the above-| 
named society; but I supplemented it with 
an urgent letter to the pastors of the churchal 
to co-operate with her through the epi 
tives in each of their churches. We set a day | 
and selected a place in one of the churches | 
nearest to the center of this territory. At 9! 
a.m. we met. The first half hour was spent, | 
first, in earnest prayer for God’s guidance} 
and blessings on the day and its work; sec-| 
ond, in special instruction to the workers what 
to say and how to proceed, especially oe | 
pressing them that they were in God’s work,| 
and he had promised to be with them and/ 
to deliver them from harm and give them 
the words to say. 

Following Scriptural precedent, I sent them! 
two and two. They were to take an entire 
block on one side, that is, they were not to) 
cross the street, but to follow the block arouell 
the square to the point from which they; 
started; they were to go into every home, 
upstairs and down and into the houses in the 
rear or wherever they found people living. 


The Joy of Service 


The heartiness with which these women of 
God entered into this work would confound 
the cynical and convert the skeptical. Never 
did I see such joy in the eyes and hear such 
triumph in the voice, as when these womers 
returned, saying: “We have had real mis- 
sionary ‘experiences today, and have had the 
joy of doing real missionary work. We have 
been listening to lectures and reading or on | 
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ing essays on the duties of missionary work, 
but this is the real thing today.” 

In all, the first year we distributed about 
2,500 Gospels in ten different languages. For 
the four successive years we have followed 


this outline of the work in the main. The 
third and fourth years were in solid Polish 
territory, and this year in Italian territory. 
We have increased the output each year, until 
this year we raised it to 3,600. 


When I suggested this plan of work, I was 
confronted by those who ought to have in- 
spired me, with all kinds of bugaboos of what 
would happen; how people would turn the 

ladies away and insult them; how we would 
stir up strife in this section of the city; how 
these Scriptures would be desecrated by being 
torn and thrown in the streets. But the uni- 
versal testimony from the ladies in all these 
years has been one of cordiality and kindness 
from the recipients. Not more than a dozen 
refusals of the Scriptures have been offered. 


Sales Follow Grants 


It would take a volume to recite the history 
of the triumphs and favorable results of this 
work. One especially is worthy of mention, 
that in every section where we have distributed 
these Scriptures the sales have been more 
than one hundredfold greater following the 
distribution. In every place it has paved the 
way for larger Christian work. For instance, 
in the Polish section a missionary from one 
of the communions of the city labored for up- 
wards of at least eight months endeavoring 
to get a place and a congregation, with no vis- 
ible results. Four weeks after our distribu- 
tion he came into my office in great enthusiasm 
and joy and said that the day before, which 
was Sabbath, he had one hundred men to 
listen to him, and they stayed reverently and 
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earnestly while he preached to them on a street 
corner near the market place. He said that 
he had earnestly tried at that same place be- 
fore without any apparent encouragement or 
success. I asked him to what he attributed the 
change, and his reply was: “The Gospels 
they have read.” I asked him how he knew, 
and his reply was that he asked them why, 
and they held up the Gospels as their answer. 
A few months following this, he again advised 
me that at that same place he had three hun- 
dred men to whom he preached in Polish, and 
another brother followed him with a sermon 
in English. This work has been continued 
with increasing interest and success for these 
two succeeding years. 


An Incident 


One of the hospital workers, following our 
distribution among the Poles, came into my 
office and said she found a Polish woman 
in one of the wards, who had received a Gos- 
pel of Luke and had read it and asked her 
if there were any more of these “God books.” 
I gave her a Testament in Polish, which she 
took to her. A short time afterward, in a 
visitation she found that this woman had read 
the ‘Testament through, and God came and 
took her unto himself. Before she left, her 
husband, who was a Roman Catholic, as she 
was, sent for the priest to receive her con- 
fession, and when he drew near to her and 
she saw him, she lifted her hand and said: 
“No, no; my priest Jesus been here; he con- 
fess me; I go home to meet him.” 

My experience of forty years in the min- 
istry and ten years in this work is that the 
most efficient way to reach the unsaved of 
foreign birth is to put in his hands the gospel 
in his tongue. 
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A Pastor and Bible Distribution 


MONG the many pastors who do Bible 

work in connection with their regular 
ministry, a. Dutch) pastor, the Rev. Poy), 
Hoekenga, in the San Joaquin Valley, Cali- 
fornia, has rendered special service. In send- 
ing his report, he writes: 

“First I see that my own church people are 
well supplied with the Word of God. All our 
children above five have at least a Testament 
of their own. Those of ten and older and 
some below that age, I urge to have a good 
copy of a Bible, all their own. That is about 
the rule in my church. In all families the 
Bible is read daily, in many of them three 
times a day. 

“IT further labor with my people to dis- 
tribute Bibles to their neighbors and others 
wherever I can, and I think that something 
like fifty copies were thus distributed. Our 
young people and children also paid for sixty- 
two good Bibles to be distributed to Navaho 
Indians. 

“I always carry with me one or two Testa- 
ments of a cheap edition, and whenever I can 


conveniently do so, give these away and some- 
times sell them. I never give Bibles or Testa- 
ments away, unless I am unable to get any- 
thing for them and yet trust that they would 
be read if the party had a copy. But I think 
one ought first to interest the person without 
a Bible enough in the Bible, that he is willing 
to pay something for it. That, I think, will 
make them appreciate the Bible more than if 
it is given to them without much talking. 

“I think that I have personally distributed 
about twenty Bibles and fifty Testaments this 
past year, and about one-fourth of these went 
without price. Not more than twenty-five went 
to people entirely without any portion of the 
Scriptures. 

“On the whole people appreciate it when you 
talk to them about God’s Word. Some feel 
uneasy; and yet if you go in a kind way right 
for their conscience and tell them that the one 
great thing they need is God’s Word, they, al- 
most without exception, appreciate this. More 
of it ought to be done, not only by Christian 
ministers, but by members.” 


Our Staff at Tokyo 


HILE we mourn that the Fukuin Press 
at Yokohama, which printed all our Jap- 
anese and many other Scriptures, was com- 
pletely destroyed with the proprietor and 
seventy of his staff, we rejoice that there was 
no loss of life among our staff at Tokyo. 
The sad events of the earthquake and the 
effect on the work of the American Bible So- 
ciety are to have fuller treatment in the No- 
vember Rrcorp. Herewith are presented 
some pictures received just before the earth- 
quake, which depict events that will have the 
happy interest of our readers, we are sure. 
The article “Good Cheer from Japan” in 
the September Rxcorp told of the great in- 
crease in the circulation of Scriptures during 
the earlier months of the year, e.g., 600 per 
cent in sales by colporteurs and correspond- 
ents; and emphasized a remarkable turning to 
moral and religious literature, which had 
brought a wonderful opportunity for circulat- 
ing Christian Scriptures in Japan. Mention 


was made also of the house-to-house work of 
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colporteurs in Tokyo, in which, on an average, 


eighty-eight books went into every hundred 
houses. The local staff and colporteurs had 


thrown themselves with zeal and joy into this | 


work during the first half of this year. 
Forwarding the pictures, Mr. Aurell, acting 


Agency Secretary, who is the second from the | 


left in the upper picture, reported that every- 


body had been working so hard, he had felt _ 
justified in setting apart one day for complete —

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The Bible Society Work in China 


By Rev. Carleton Lacy, Secretary, China Agency 


One hundred years ago Robert Morrison completed his translation, of the Scriptures 
into Chinese. His picture is in the Bible House, im the Board of Managers Room, and 
shows him engaged in his work of translating the Bible, with his Chinese assistant, Mr.. 


Chan, besice him. 


It is eminently proper that before the year passes we should publish in the Recorp Mr. 
Carlton Lacy’s interesting article on “Bible Work in China’ prepared for the volume of 
the China Year Book, which, we are happy to say, has been resumed after an interim of a 


number of years. 


HE Bible has central place in the life of 

the Chinese Church. .At the National 
Christian Conference no more uncompromis- 
ing word was uttered than that which ex- 
pressed the loyalty of the church in China to 
the Holy Scriptures. This is a testimony to 
the character of Christian teaching in the 
formative years of the church; and no less 
to the effective service rendered by the Bible 
Societies (the British and Foreign Bible Soci- 
ety, the American Bible Society, and the Na- 
tional Bible Society of Scotland) in trans- 
lating the Scriptures into the vernacular, and 
distributing them to the ends of the land. 

The entire Bible has been translated into 
High Wenli, Easy Wenli, and Mandarin; and 
into ten colloquial languages or dialects; the 
New Testament into eight more; and _ indi- 
vidual books into another nineteen tongues 
of China. Many of the translations have 
gone through several revisions and editions, 
entailing an immense amount of work on the 
part of busy missionaries in various parts 
of the country. Some of them have been tran- 
scribed, not only in the character, but also in 
romanized, in various systems of phonetics, 
and in the Braille for the blind. In 1921 the 
three Bible Societies circulated a total of 
6,821,880 Bibles, Testaments, and single books 
of the Bible. Of these, 44,352 were Bibles, and 
148,646 New Testaments. 

This record-breaking circulation (1922 fig- 
ures not yet available) was reported almost 
entirely as sales, the free distribution being 
now generally a thing of the past; except in 
the case of a well-organized work directed by 
Dr. Keller in Hunan, who, paying for his 
books, distributes freely by means of trained 
bands in house-to-house visitation and personal 
interviews. The large proportion of these 
sales, however, are at a price far below cost. 
This circulation achievement has been attain- 
ed in an unprecedented degree through the co- 
operation of churches and missions. Forced, 
during the lean years of the war, to discontinue 
many paid colporteurs, the Bible Societies dis- 
covered and laid hold of the voluntary work- 
ing power of the churches. While the British 
and Foreign Bible Society still has a large 


number of paid colporteurs in its direct em- 
ploy, an increasingly large proportion of Scrip- 
tures are distributed through other means in 
those sections of China that can now be called. 
occupied by the Christian Church. The fron- 
tier regions must still be opened by the full- 
time paid colporteur of the Bible Societies; 
but where the church has become established 
there is a growing sense of responsibility 
therein evidenced for Scripture distribution. 
Many churches and missions now employ their 
own colporteurs, sometimes with grants and 
subsidies from the Bible Societies, sometimes 
entirely upon their own budgets. The activity 
of laymen who have volunteered time and 
effort, and the leadership of pastors and evan- 
gelists in this work has not only registered an 
annual circulation of Scriptures by these Bible 
Societies equaled in no other country of the 
world, but has written indelibly into the heart 
of the Chinese Church a loyalty to the Bible 
which shall be for all time. 

There is every indication that one of the 
first “special Sundays” to be written into the 
Chinese Church calendar will be Bible Sunday. 
Already many congregations are observing one 
Sabbath each year with attention to the work 
and claims of the Bible Societies, the organi- 
zation of Bible Classes and colporteur bands, 
and the promotion of family worship and the 
morning watch. Last fall (1921) the Canton 
churches united in the observance of the day, 
and under the impulse of united effort and def- 
inite ends, contributed twice the sum of the 
previous year, and devoted the proceeds to 
supplying Scriptures to a garrison of soldiers 
quartered in the city. i 

As yet contributions from the Chinese 
Church towards the work of the Bible Soci- 
eties have not been large, the receipts from all 
Chinese sources (exclusive of sales) hardly 
reaching $2,500 per year. Not more than one 
in fourteen organized congregations is giving 
directly for the cause. This is scarcely to ‘be 


wondered at when it is considered how little 
actual participation the local Christian leader- 


ship has been accorded in the direction of | 


policies or in the execution of programs. 
There yet remains to be taken some step that 
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will naturalize the work of the Bible Societies 
in China. 

Nevertheless there are noteworthy illustra- 
tions of indigenous expression in Scripture 
distribution. Some years ago the noted philan- 
thropist, Yung Tao, of Peking, devoted a con- 
siderable sum of money to this work, and pro- 
moted it by having texts of Scripture in- 
scribed on publicly erected stone tablets. More 
recently, the camp of General Feng Yu-hsiang 
has made the Bible both a familiar and a popu- 
lar book. During the general’s régime in Sian- 
fu the citizens of that city began buying Bibles 
and New Testaments almost as a fad. They 
found no other explanation for the exemplary 
behavior of the soldiers than that they carried 
and studied the Holy Scriptures. Less con- 
spicuous but just as genuine are the not iso- 
lated cases of young men buying a few hun- 
dred New Testaments to present personally 
to their friends, as their humble, most fruitful 
service to the King of their lives. 

The growing volume of business being done 
by bookstores has provided an increasingly 
popular method of Scripture distribution. 
Many Christian centers now conduct book- 
stores on a sound business basis, and furnish 
the most convenient and mutually advanta- 
geous means of selling Bibles and Testaments. 
Peking secular bookstores, claiming no con- 
tacts with Christianity other than those of 
mere friendship, are reporting the Scriptures 
as among their “‘best sellers,’ especially with 
students. During last August, when schools 
were closed, Chinese bookstores in the capital 
city turned in receipts from Scripture sales 
amounting to $521.93 for 688 Bibles and 298 
New Testaments. Almost all of these books 
went into the hands of non-Christians. 
Immense possibilities in this field lie awaiting 
development. 

The frontiers present a vastly different 
opportunity. The borderlands of Tibet are 
one of the most romantic fields. ‘The traders 
from that most remote interior evidence an 
_ eagerness for the printed Word which to some 
missionaries with the blood of pioneers and 
the heart of heroes is becoming a clarion call. 
Insistent requests keep coming in for more of 
the Scriptures to be made available to the 
Tibetans and the neighboring tribesmen. The 
response of the tribe people of the western 
provinces has more than justified the labor 
and expense of rendering the Gospels into 
printed form for their instruction and enjoy- 
ment. 

On the northern frontier the revival of work 
among the Russians of Siberia is an interest- 
ing feature. From Vladivostock to Chita, 
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through regions that have been racked with 
every scourge in recent months, among people 
who have experienced every woe, there is as 
much interest in the Word of God as ever. 
Bolshevism has not driven out the Book of 
true Freedom and Life. 

All over China there is another great field, 
the borders of which are being pushed slowly 
back by the men with the Book. It is the vast 
realm of illiteracy. The attack being made by 
the National Phonetic Script has passed the 
first stage that enjoys the thrill of waving flags 
and trumpet calls. We are now down to hard 
work, and little by little the wedge is being 
driven in. The Bible Societies have published 
the entire New Testament, and Genesis, Exo- 
dus, Psalms, and Jonah in the Chu Yin Tzu 
Mu, and slight adaptations have been used to 
fee some of the Gospels into colloquial dia- 
ects. 

The Mandarin character Bible is by all odds 
the biggest seller, and its popularity is in the 
ascendency. Until an indigenous translation 
of the Scriptures is made in the modern Peh 
Hwa, the Union Version Mandarin will prob- 
ably be the standard version of the Bible for 
China. Still, all must rejoice to know that 
the arduous labors of many years to produce 
a Union Version Wenli Bible have been com- 
pleted ; a new edition is soon to come from the 
press. Dr. T. W. Pearce has toiled faithfully 
through years of advancing age and declining 
health, giving the final touches to the New 
Testament, so that its style is no longer marred 
by the unpolished form in which it was first 
printed. 

No story of the work of the Bible Societies 
now written could be considered complete 
without mention of the service rendered by 
the Rev. G. H. Bondfield, D.D., and the late 
Ivey. |. R. Hykes,; DD. Drwiykesattes 
spending twenty years as a missionary in the 
province of Kiangsi, became Secretary of the 
American Bible Society’s China Agency in 
1893. For twenty-eight years he built his 
life into the work of the Society and that Soci- 
ety’s work into the life of the Chinese Church 
and nation, and found rest from his labors on 
June 14, 1921. Dr. Bondfield came to China 
in 1883, and to the secretaryship of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society in 1894. His 
twenty-eight years of service with that or- 
ganization overflowed into many channels of 
missionary interest and endeavor. It has been 
said by a fellow-worker that probably no mis- 
sionary in China today has projected his in- 
fluence more widely throughout the land than 
has the retiring secretary of this great Bible 
Society’s China agency. 
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Along the Waterways

EARS ago, I was walking, in India, along 

the river bark where the rivers Buddha 
and Tapti joined, and 1 met a Hindu priest, a 
Sadhu, who had been sitting there in that 
shrine for nineteen years. I saluted, and con- 
versed with him. 

He told me he was seeking for the light 
which would show to him the path of peace. I 
asked him, “Have you not found that light?” 
“No,” he said. “The gods are jealous, and they 
hide the path from my sight.” “I am deeply 
moved,” I said; “for I, too, sought the light 
which you are seeking; but I have found the 
light, and I have found the path and Him who 
leads to the right path. The light, the path, 
and the Guide in the path, are all revealed in 
this little book,” and I gave the Hindu priest the 
Gospel of St. John. 

Years afterward at the close of an address 
in Chicago, a missionary met me who told me 
that in India he had baptized many who had 
been sent to him by a Sadhu on the banks of 
the Buddha and Tapti Rivers; and those who 
came for baptism said that Sadhu taught to 
them essential Christianity which he had found 
in the Gospel of St. John.

ig was a solemn and a touching ceremony 
that was enacted between two and three 
o’clock on the morning of August 3, in the 
parlor of the Coolidge homestead, when Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s father administered to him his 
oath of office. ‘The papers gave wide pub- 
licity to the presence and use of the “family 
Bible” at this time. The family Bible has an 
important part in countless American homes. 


INTEREST in broadcasting the Scriptures by 
radio has been shown by some of the Agency 
Secretaries, notably Mr. Mell, of the Pacific 
Agency ; and the Board of, Managers has taken 
the matter under advisement, appointing a 
special committee on the subject, as will be 
found recorded in the minutes of its October 
meeting on page 164. 
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Comments 


Reavers of Christopher Morley’s delight- 
ful column, “The Bowling Green,” in the 
Evening Post, have been regaled with amus- 
ing notes under the caption, “Maritime De- 
partment” about the Tusitala. Some pleas- 
antry between him and General Secretary 
Haven resulted, it may have been noticed, in 
the placing of one of the Society’s Bibles in 
the captain’s bookcase as a companion to a 
Norwegian Bible that had been presented, pre- 
viously, to the captain. 


Tue difficulties most of us are experiencing 
because of the coal situation are so varied and 
serious that comfort may be derived, per- 
haps, from the thought that some of the prof- 
its go to good work. A decade ago, the So- 
ciety received a bequest from Dr. Amos 
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Patterson, of an estate invested in coal lands. 
The income, aggregating about $35,000, has 
been used, as requested, in the payment of 
expense in translating the Scriptures into vari- 
ous Asiatic languages, and defraying the ex- 
pense of publishing and distributing the same. 


Tue National Council of Congregational 
Churches held its meeting this year, October 
16th to 23d, in Springfield, Massachusetts. 
We rejoice that the secretary was enabled to 
announce that the denomination had com- 
pleted the best biennium in its history, having 
gained more members, given more to missions, 
paid larger salaries to pastors and other em- 
ployees of the church, and put more money 
into church buildings than in any like period 
of its history. The gifts to missions and 
other benevolent objects were over $5,000,000. 


Patriotic and native India has suffered a 
very severe loss in the death of Sir Narayana 
Chandravarkar, K.C.I.E. A man of command- 
ing ability, fine character, real patriotism, and 
religious spirit, he was a devoted reader of 
the Bible and unhesitatingly stated his belief 
that Christ would eventually dominate the re- 
ligious life of India. 

In a public address to Christians this emi- 
‘nent non-Christian Indian said: “The pro- 
cess of the conversion of India to Christ may 
not be going on as rapidly or in exactly the 
manner you hope; but, nevertheless, I say that 
India is being converted; the ideas that lie at 
the heart of the gospel of Christ are slowly 
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but surely permeating every part of Hindu 
society and modifying every phase of Hindu 
thought.” 


THE frequent use of the Bible by political 
and other leaders of India is evident from 
dispatches in the daily papers. Not many 
weeks ago a dispatch from Bombay appeared 
in the New York Times with the caption, 
“Gandhi Reads Bible in His Prison Cell,’ and 
the opening sentence is, “The Christian Bible 
is one of the books which Mahatma Gandhi 
reads regularly in his prison cell, according 
to a statement made here by Shankarial 
Banker, a former fellow-prisoner released re- 
cently from the Yerevada jail.” 


THe August 11th issue of the Brazilian 
American which has reached us was a “Presi- 
dent Harding Memorial Number.” Among 
the gatherings in Rio de Janeiro in tribute to 
President Harding, in several of which Dr. 
Tucker, our Agency Secretary, took part, there 
is reported a memorial service held in the 
Union Church, of which Dr. Tucker is the 
acting pastor. The address he then delivered 
is also printed in full.

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A Pregnant Tribute 


IS admirers have varied much in their 
H ideas of a proper adequate memorial to 
Theodore Roosevelt. Some way, monuments 
and tablets and sculptured designs of all kinds 
seemed to lack the element necessary to a full 
recognition of his character and services. To- 
day there are various memorials in existence, 
and others are projected, but no one stands out 
above all others as paying ample tribute to a 
many-sided man. 

Upon Lake Mattawankeag, far in the deep 
woods of Maine, some one who knew and loved 
and revered Theodore Roosevelt, has created 
a simple memorial that, although hidden from 
the throng, is big with memory of the man. 
Jutting into that far lake is Bible Point. Ona 
tree at the top of the point is nailed a wooden 
box, and inside the box is—a Bible. In- 
scribed on the signboard above the box were 
these words: 

“This place, to which a great man in his 
youth liked to come to commune with God and 
with the wonder and beauty of the visible 
world, is dedicated to the happy memory of 
Theodore Roosevelt. 

“Stranger, rest here and consider what one 
man, having faith in the right and love for 
his fellows, was able to do for his country.”

The place, the words, the simple nature of 
the tribute, seem pregnant with memory of the 
man far beyond the sculptured stones or stilted

SPECIAL MEETING OF THE BOARD 


SPECIAL, meeting of the Board of Man- 

agers was held at the Bible House on 
Friday, September 21, 1923, at 3:30 p.m., 
President Churchill H. Cutting in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rey. Dr. Manchester, recently returned from 
charge of the Union Church at Yokohama, 
Japan, whither he had gone after resigning 
as secretary of the Bible Society of Massa- 
chusetts. 

The purpose of the special meeting was to 
consider what should be done concerning the 
loss incurred in the stock of books and plates, 
etc., of the Society, of Japanese, Chinese, 
Siamese and Philippine Scriptures, lost at the 
Bible House, Tokyo, and in the Fukuin Print- 
ing Press, Yokohama, through the earthquake 
and fire of September Ist in Japan. 

Information was placed before the Board 
concerning the cables and messages to and 
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from the Prime Minister of Japan, Count 
Yamamato; Mr. Hanihara, the Japanese Am- 
bassador at Washington; Secretary of State 
Charles E. Hughes, and the Agency Secre- 
taries in Japan, China, Siam and the Philip- 
pines. Letters of sympathy from members of 
the Board and Agency Secretaries of the 
Society; from officers of boards of foreign 
missions and other organizations, working in 
Japan; from the Committee on Reference and 
Counsel of the Foreign Missions Conference; 
and others were placed before the Board. 

Authorization was given to conduct a suit- 
able campaign to raise funds to replace the 
Scriptures, plates, and other losses from the 
earthquake and fire in Japan. 

Authorization, also, was given for the dis- 
patch from the Bible House and Agency head- 
quarters, of any available Scriptures in Jap- 
anese and the printing in the United States, 
by special processes, of half a million Scrip- 
ture portions in Japanese, for use in Japan. 

The minutes of the second stated meeting of 
the Board held on June 7th, and of the joint 
meetings of the Committees on General Refer- 
ence and Finance, acting for the Board, held 
on July 5th, August 2d, and September 6th, 
were presented and approved. 

The removal of the headquarters of the 
West Indies Agency from Porto Rico to Ha- 
vana was sanctioned. 

A grant of Scriptures to men of the Navy 
at the United States Naval Training Station, 
Great Lakes, had been approved by the joint 
committees on July 5th. 

A letter of thanks was presented from the 
Navy Department for the beautiful Bible 
given by the Society for the office of the Chief 
of Chaplains of the Navy. 

The Secretaries reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of June: Brazil, 555 vol- 
umes, valued at $375.70; ‘Caribbean, 1,363 
volumes, valued at $621.81; Levant, 10,130 
volumes, valued at $1,612.50; Mexico, 19,282 
volumes, valued at $623.06; Siam, 1 volume, 
valued at $4.12; Upper Andes, 1 volume, 
valued at 72c; West Indies, 1,237 volumes, 
valued at $856.24; total volumes, 32,579 ; total 
value, $4,094.15. 

The issues from the Bible House during 
the month of June were 167,084 volumes. 

The meeting was adjourned.

OCTOBER MEETING OF THE BOARD 
HE sixth stated meeting of the Board of 


Managers in its one hundred and eighth 
year was held at the Bible House, on Thurs- 
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day, October 4, 1923, at 3:30 p. m., President 
Churchill H. Cutting in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. T. G. Brierley Kay, rector of Christ 
Church, Marylebone, London, and the Rev. 
Thomas Nightingale, secretary of the National 
Free Church Council of Great Britain, who 
are visiting this country in the interest of a 
better understanding between the nations, Mr. 
Kay reading the Scriptures and Mr. Nightin- 
gale offering prayer. 

By invitation, both of the visitors briefly 
addressed the Board, and President Emeritus 
Wood responded. 

A Geneva Bible dated 1587, presented by 
President Cutting, was shown to the Board, 
and the sincere thanks of the Board were ex- 
tended to the donor for this interesting and 
valuable volume. 

The Rev. W. Rice, D.D., former secretary 
of the Sunday School Union, was appointed 
an honorary Life Member of the Society. 

The Rev. R. R: Gregory, Secretary of the 
Caribbean Agency, was introduced and made 
a brief statement about his work and the serv- 
ice rendered missionaries by the Bible House 
at Cristobal. 

The minutes of the special meeting of the 
Board of Managers, held on September 21st, 
were presented and approved. The minutes of 
the standing committees were presented and 
approved. 

The following recommendation was 
adopted: 

That the $500,000 given by Mrs. Russell 
Sage to the Endowment of the American Bible 
Society shall be recorded on the Society’s 
books for all time as “The Margaret Olivia 
Sage Endowment Fund in memory of her 
husband, Russell Sage.” 

A grant of Bibles to be put in every cadet’s 
room at the U. 8. A. Military Academy, West 
Point, was sanctioned. 

General Secretary Haven presented a letter 
from the Acting Consul General of Japan, 
conveying a gracious message of satisfaction 
and gratification from His Majesty the Emper- 
or of Japan, for the cable of sympathy sent 
on behalf of the American Bible Society. The 
message was received with deep appreciation 
by the Board. 

General Secretary Haven presented the lat- 
est information concerning the interests of the 
American Bible Society as affected by the 
earthquake in Japan, and made a statement 
concerning the Scriptures being sent to Japan 
from the Bible House and the Agencies in 
San Francisco, Manila, Bangkok, and Shang- 
hai. 
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Treasurer Darlington gave information con- 
cerning the Scriptures being printed in the 
United States by special processes, and other 
steps being taken to offset the loss through the 
earthquake, and to meet the present demand in 
Japan and other Agencies affected. 

General Secretary Mann submitted on be- 
half of the Executive Officers, to whom the 
matter had been referred with authority, a 
statement of the amount needed, approxi- 
mately $290,000, to re-equip and resupply the 
Japanese, Chinese, Siamese and Philippine 
Agencies with Scriptures lost through the 
earthquake in Japan, and covering typesetting, 
proofreading, mats, plates, books, paper stock, 
other losses such as office equipment, relief 
obligations, and emergency expenditures. 

The report of the special Committee on 
Broadcasting the Scriptures by wireless, con- 
sisting of H. S. Stearns, M.D., chairman of 
the Committee on Home Agencies; C. Edgar 
Anderson, chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Agencies; and Roscoe C. E. Brown, 
chairman of the Committee on Ways and 
Means, was presented. 

On motion the following action was taken: 

WHEREAS the Counsel of the Society has stated 
that there is nothing in the charter, constitution 


or by-laws, that interferes with the broadcasting 
of the Scriptures by wireless; 


Resolved: That the General Secretaries be 
authorized to make a temporary trial, without 
expense to the American Bible Society, of broad- 
casting selections from the Scriptures, chosen by 
them, under the limitations of the Constitution, 
through the American Telegraph and Telephone 
Company. 

_The Secretaries reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of August: Caribbean, 2,510 
volumes, valued at $806.74; Philippines, 2 vol- 
umes, valued at 47c; Siam, 2,480 volumes, 
valued at $223.87; total volumes, 4,992; total 
value $1,031.08. 

The issues from the Bible House during the 
month of August, 1923, were 166,415 volumes. 
The meeting was adjourned.
